“It's a thing that may be very 
useful to a sane world, buy I can't 
say we're living in one, It is a very 
dangerous thing socially. If we 
are going to sell man down the 
river and replace him, he's going 
to be a very angry man, and an 
angry. man is a dangerous mian. 

And Dr. Wiener gave this

trust to any individual.” 

And so we stand—at the thresh- 
ld of a new adventure.

Efficiency Rules House

_ WASHINGTON.—Speaker Ray- 
burn came out of the houSe after 
the ECA vote clutching a small 
piece of paper on which he had 
divided 354 by 48. 

“Look,” he gloated, ‘‘the senate 
talks about passin’ that bill seven 
to one; the house passed it seven 
to one with 18 left over.” 

The speaker has a few more 
chores for his boys — including 
armed services and independent 
offices appropriations—and then 
they get a nice long Easter vaca- 
tion. He figures they’ve earned it. 

They will then have approved 
all major appropriations bfls ex- 
cept one—the legislative, which 
provides their own pay and is thus 
the least controversial legislation 
ever to reach the floor. Besides 
ECA they have passed the contro- 
versial trade agreements exten- 
sion and given the president per- 
manent authority to reorganize 
the government as suggested by 
the Hoover commission. Various 
minor bills have also slipped by. 

Memorable Achievement 

This is a memorable, perhaps 
unprecedented, achievement and 
the speaker and Majority Leader 
McCormack are in a benign mood. 

Still to come of course are ma- 
jor tests of democratic harmony— 
Taft- Hartley repeal, minimum 
wage increase, and expansion of 
social security. But the bachelor 
speaker and the married but child- 
less majority leader, who are com- 
pletely absorbed in the house and 
its members, won’t admit pessi- 
mism. At least they won't so long 
as they can keep civil-rights legis- 
lation away from their door which 
they cannily expect to do until 
the rest igs out of the way. 

Ironically, present house effic- 
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iency only makes their féllow 
Democrats in the senate sweat the 
more. House accomplishments pile 
up a senate backlog. And So far it 
is conspicuous for its complete 
lack of evideticé that a spirit of 
economy exists in the lower cham- 
ber. This is unusual, As a rule 
the house cuts and the senate re- 
stores, 
Appropriation Bills 

This year the house is sending 
over totals closeiy approaching 
the presidential estimates: in the 
case of armed services the pros- 
pects are for much more. Members 
now figure that their appropria- 
tions are running only a few per 
cent under budget totals. 

Senate Democrats have no such 
obedient majority to approve the 
Truman desires and they are al- 
ready on notice that an effort to 
substitute economy for new taxes 
will be made repeatedly. ae 

Naturally they envy the ho 
managers both their tight n 
and their majority of 92 W 
represents nearly a fifth of the 
house membership as compared to 
the Democratic margin of one- 
eighth of the senate. But that is 
not all the story. 

The speaker and Rep. McCor- 
mack have seen long service and 
six years experience in their pres- 
ent posts. They realize their de- 
pendence on the 90 southern mem- 
bers who must not be antagon- 
ized. They talk little, avoid the

Is Russia Waking Up?

Moscow has been reported put- 
ting out feélers about possible 
negotiationg of the Berlin imbrog- 
lio with the western powers. 

Developments entitle us to ask 
whether Russia may have reached 
the conclusion that her great of- 
fensive for the spread of Commu- 
nism across Hurope has come up 
against an impassable barrier. 
The time may have arrived for 
her to pause to consolidate her 
gains and bring up her communi- 
cations. 

U. S. Secretary of State Ache- 
son in effect yesterday that if the 
Soviets want to talk about lifting 
the Berlin blockade and starting 
four-power talks on Germany, the 
way is open for them to do it. 

As far back as March 30 Eddie 
Gilmore, as chief of bureau in 
Moscow, reported that “Some dip- 
lomats not directly involved in 
the four-power dispute over Ber- 


a {lin speculated today there may 
'}be a néw move to settle that is-' 


sue.” Since then there has been 
much other spéculation along that 
line, 4nd numerous reports which 
have sounded all right though 
lacking confirmation. 

What concrete developments are 
there to encourage the idea that 
a pedce parley isn’t outsite the 
range of possibility? Well, there 
are several things, among which 
these stand out: 

Dan De Luce, one of AP’s top- 
flight correspondents, is making 
a survey of Europe, and he re- 
ports that ERP (the Marshall 
plan) has achieved its politica) 
purpose of checking Communism. 








“The hard core of Communism 
in such countriégs as France and 
Italy has not been cut back,” he 
records, ‘‘but it has not grown. In 
other countries, like Norway and 
Denmark, fellow-travelers have 
been forsaking the Moscow party 
line. 

“In ho ERP country is there any 
likelihood now that Communists 
could win governmental control 
by anything short of invasion by 
the Soviet army.” 

Then reporting on the vital eco- 
nomic purpose of the ERP, De 
Luce Says: 

“Western Europé’s recovery is 
apparently progressing almost 
twice as fast now as it did after 
the first World War. But insiders 
of the ERP still keep their fingers 
crossed. ... Men on the inside of 
the Buropean recovery program 
claim it now has a 40 to 60 per 
cent chance of long-range success. 
A year ago they saw only a 20 
per cetit chance.” ~ 

Even more important is the 
Signing of the Atlantic alliance 
whice consolidates the United 
States and virtually all western 
Europe into a solid defensive bloc. 
Back of this is the American 
Dromise to help provide its allies 
with the weapons with which to 
resist aggression from any quar- 
ter. 

In short it’s apparent that the 
line which Mgow has established 
through central Europe is the line 
on which it must stand, at least 
for the present. That being ~o, the 
time has arrived for consolidation.

Where, How Rent Controls Apply 
In Southern California Explained 


LOS ANGELES (#) — Where 
and how does rént control now 
apply in Southérn California? 

The answer is not exactly sim- 
ple. Here is an explanation of 
how the 1949 federal rent con- 
trél act Works in this dred, as 
given by Ben C. Koepke, federal 
area rent diréctor: 

With certain exceptions dill 
dwelling units are now under con- 
trol and rents in Southern Cali- 
fornia are frdzen, effectivé last 
April 1, Koepke said. 

“We have the right to fix rents,” 
said Koepke. ‘Tenants have the 
right to complain about the 
amount of their rent. Rents may 
be adjusted to a comparable basis 
with similar accommodations.” 

Now as to the exceptions: 

Koepke said the major exemp- 
tion from rent control is all new 
construction completed since Feb. 
1, 1947. For this construction, 
whether it be apartment houses, 
homes or any placé to livé, there 
is now no limit on rents. 

However, there is one excep- 
ttion to this exception. If a vet- 
erdn of World Wai II was liv- 
ing in néw construction on June 
30, 1947, and is still living in the 
same place, it is under rent con- 
trol. 

Koepke explained a couple of 
other points: 

Under the 1947-48 housing and 
rent act, landlotUs and tenants 
were allowed to mutually agree 
on a lease for a definite period 
with an increase of 15 per cent 
In rent. UWndef this law, if the) 





lease was terminated by the ten- 
ant prior to April 1, 1948, the 
dwelling unit was supposed to be 
decontrolled “permanently”. 


However, under the 1949 act, such 
units are brought back under rent 
control at the rent called for in 
the original lease. 

Another point: 

Under the 1947-48 act, if a 
landlord or his immediate family 
lived in a dwelling unit for 24 
consecutive months prior to April 
1, 1948, and subsequént to Feb. 
1, 1945, that unit was decontrol- 
led. ,Under the néw act these 
units are brought under rent con- 
trol again and the rent is to be 
pushed back to the Feb. 1, 1945, 
level. 

Koepke’s office has 4 staff of 
‘nvestigatots and assistants who 
sheck complaints and’rent levels 
in enforcement of the new act,

Football has the thrill of so 
many different things, always 
high-lighted by the body-contact 
the other sports don’t feature.

Football, while calling for 11 men 
on a team, usually is praised in 
the press for a scat-back, a pass- 
er, or a q.b. with a high I.Q., etc. 
That is only the coating on the 
cake of football. Football teams 
that have hot seasons and win all- 
this-and-that honors, also have 
some mighty fine linesmen down 
in the front line trenchs, or they 
would never have reached the 
middle of the field, let alone win 
any blue ribbons. 

It takes blockers and more 
blocking to make the star look 
like a star. Red Grange was great, 
that’s true, but without a block- 
ing back by the name of Earl 
Britton, Grange would have had 
his troubles. Tommy Harmon had 
Forrest Eversheski to clear the 
track for him, and so it goes. 

I have never heard of either 
Bronko Nagurski or Jim Thorpe 
having to have blockers, or Ernie 
Nevers either, 'cause they would 
rather run over you than around, 
but they are enough exception to 
prove my point. 

Howard Jones used to have some 
running guards like Johnny Baker, 
Rosy Rosenberger, and blocking 
backs such as Erny Pinckert, Tom 
Mallory, and others who helped 
make All-Americans out of his 
ball packers. 

Do you remember ‘Race-Horse” 
Russ Saunders of the Trojans 
back around 1929? This guy was 
what I would call a real All- 
American, but did they pick-him? 
They did not. They picked guys 
from the East, such as Cagle, 
Parkinson, and _ Carideo, but 
Saunders made ’em all look bad 
with his running and playing 
against Carnegie Tech and prac- 
tically slaughtered Pittsburgh sin- 
gle-handed in the Rose Bowl. 

Everyone remembers Ontaria’s 
Harry Smith. Jones put him in 





against the Irish when Smith was 
a sophomore to kick off the ball, 
meaning to take him out ag soon 
as the kick-off took place. What 


happened? Smith kicked-off, then 
tore down field and lowered the 


first of what was to be many 
“Smith-Booms” on the Irish ball 
carrier. Jones thoight this should 
give the kid a chance for another 
play or two, so left him in the 
game. He was still in there mur- 
dering the ball-carriers periods 
later, as he played his heart out. 
That was the first time Harry 
met the Irish, but in the next two 
games when he was a junior and 
a senior, he always rose to the 
greatest of his playing ability 





whenever Troy played Notre 
Dame.
